elected a member of the League of 
Nations by the assembly of the 
league here this morning. 
Immediately after the opening of 
today’s session of the assembly, Lord 
Robert Cecil, although appointed to 
make a report on the admission of 
Albania to the league, took the floor 
and declared he disagreed with the 


report of.the committee, which was 
@dverse to according membership to 
Albania. He asked the assembly to 
elect Albania a member. 

N. W. Rowell of Canada also 
pleaded Albania’s case, and he, with 
Lord Robert Cecil, for the first time 
found. support from other delega- 
tions. of the- British Empire on a 
contested question.

After Rowell had concluded, H. A. 
L. Fisher of Great Britain took the 
figor and said that, although the 
Gyritish delegation had voted against 
Aibania in the committee, it hud

Mesopotamia and Palestine except 
under certain conditions, the matter 
was left over for settlement today, if 
possible. 

First Report Assailed Council. 

The original report of the Man- 
dates Commission was a shafp ar- 
raignment of the Council, but the 
language used was considerably suft- 
ened by the full commission, follow- 
ing the debate on the floor of the 
Assembly. .The Council declined: to 
submit drafts of the mandates ex- 
cept upon a promise by the commis- 
sion that no reference to the provi- 
sions of the mandate would be made 
in the report to the Assembly. 

Disposal of this question, action 
upon three more applications for 
membership and decision relative to 
the league budget are all that remain 
to-be disposed of during this session 
of the Assembly. Hope was ex- 
pressed that this work might be fin- 
fished Aoday so that,tomorow’s final 
session might be devoted to the cere- 
monies of closing. It seemed prob- 
able Rene Viviani, head of the 
French delegation, would appear to- 
morrow, he having been solicited by 
_ many delegates to 
pal closing speech.

E. A. Basse, district manager, said 
today that his efforts to buy bread in 
this market since Tuesday morning 
have met with the statement from all 
large bakers that Piggly Wiggly 
stores would not be supplied until 
they stopped selling at 9 and 13 cents 
a loaf and asked the higher price, 10 
and 15 cents, 

Statement by Baker: 

Basse said his stores recently had 
been supplied by the Nafziger Bak- 
ing Co., 4101 Cook avenue, and that 
the Nafziger company cut him off 
Monday for the reasons given above. 

John H. Becker, local manager of 


the Nafziger company, which oper- 


ates bakeries in other cities, said to-

Father William Quinn, Formerly | 
t. Louis, Predicts Withdrawal 
of Troops in 90 Days. 


Growing indignation among) the 
masses of English people, as well 
as in political circles, at the results 
of the policy being pursued in Ire- 
land by the British Government, and 
the determination of Irishmen to 
continue their fight for freedom will 
result in withdrawal of troops from 
Ireland within 90 days, in the opin- 
ion of the Rev. Father William 
Quinn, formerly of St. Louis, who 
spoke to the City Club at luncheon 
today on conditions in Ircland. 

The Rev. Quinn, who was born at

New Plants 


As a direct result of the cam- 
paign, three manufacturing plants 
have definitely announced they will 
remove to St. Louis. A large shoe- 
products manufacturing concern 
has purchased buildings on North 
Ninth street for its plant. An old, 
and established hardware manu- 
facturing company of Massachu- 
setts has commissioned the New In- 
dustries Bureau, established in con- 
nectioh with the campaign, to close 
a lease on property to be occupied 
by its plant. A large concern mak- 
ing shoé findings is now negotiat- 
ing for property for its factory. 

Negotiations are also in progress, 
with every indication of success, 
for the erection in St. Louis of a 
large cotton spinning mill and a 
shoe-lace factory. Negotiations 
with several other large plants 
have reached a stage which give 
promise of success. 


The 1921 Campaign 

The advertising campaign in 
1921 should be expanded to take 
in many points which have not 
been touched, looking toward the 
ultimate recognition of St. Louis 
as the country’s biggest central 
market and distributing point. 


St. Louis’ Trade Zone 


One unit of the 1921 campaign 
should be the development of the 
great Southwest territory — our 
natural trade zone—by advertising 
St. Louis’ products and industrial 
facilities. his advertising should 
be at the proper seasons, when the 
greatest results could be secured 
in bringing buyers here. Such a 
plan would be of valuable assist- 
ance to salesmen traveling in this 
territory for St. Louis houses. 


News Bureau 


It has been suggested that as a | 
art of the 1921 campaign a News 
tditor or Bureau be established 
for the dissemination of worth- 
while news congerning St. Louis 
and its industrial and commercial 
activities. Such a bureau would 
enable the city to obtain reading 
matter in magazines, newspapers 
and press association dispatches 
which would be of great Value in 
keeping the city and its develop- 
ment before the entire country. 


Text-Book for Schools 


Another suggestion is that the 
1921 campaign should include the 
preparation of a text-book for use 
in the publie schools, to bring 
about the study of St. Louis’ ac- 
complishments and resources. This 
would form a part of tha regular 
study course. Heretofore school 
children have been taught about 
the United States and other coun- 
tries throughout the world, but 
have learned comparatively little 
about the industrial and civic af- 
fairs of their home city—St. Louis. 


Record of Progress 


The record of progress made in 
the 1920 campaign is indeed grati* 
fying to St. Louis residents ‘in 
general, as well as business in- 
terests. St. Louis should be ad- 
vertised completely, not partially. 
No aggressive business institution 
would consider entering upon an 
advertising campaign for its prod- 
\uete which would be terminated at 
the end of the first year.

BETHLEHEM STEEL’S JUNKERISM. 
The Bethlehem Steel Corporation, in the testimony 
of its president, Eugene G. Grace, before a legislative 
committee of the New York Assembly, has acknowl- 
edged that it refuses to sell steel to contractors in the 
New York and Philadelphia districts who operate on 
the closed-shop basis. It purposes to adhere to that 


operations in those districts should follow. 

By what process of reasoning the Bethlehem Cor- 
poration justifies such a policy cannot be surmised. 
But it is readily demonstrable that, if this corpora- 
tion can successfully carry out such a policy, there 
is hardly an imaginable limit to the power big busi- 
ness may ultimately wield. For if this corporation 
can compel its customers to comply with its demand 
in respect of the closed shop, why may not another 
big corporation in another line exact the same com- 
pliance? And iff dictation in one important respect 


can be enforced, what is to prevent its enforcement 
in other respecte—for example, politics? There is 
nothing“to prevent such development except a sense 
of propriety and fairness, and where such compunc- 
tion is wanting, as in the case of the Bethlehem Cor- 
poration, the exception may be dismissed. 

It is a dangerous adventure upon which the Beth- 
lehem Corporation has so smugly embarked. This 
corporation is no longer an industrial enterprise en- 
gaged in the business of making and selling steel! 
profitably. It has become an institution of govern- 
ment—of invisible government until dragged into 
the light by investigation. It has assumed to in- 


| fluence vitally the lives of people it never has seen, 


nor ever will see—people in no sense obligated to it, 
over whom it can exercise no authority whatever ex- 
cept by the usurpation of power. 

That the complete suspension of building operations 
in great cities like New York and Philadelphia would 
impose dreadful hardship upon countless thousands 
is obvious. By that disastrous consequence the 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation is unmoved. It is 
equally stoical in its contemplation of losses that 
might fall upon its own stockholders as a result of 
this policy. Be the cost what it may—including a 
violation of the. spirit of its own .charter—Bethle- 
hem Steel, if its president is its authentic spokes- 
man, is determined to rule or ruin. 

Arrogance could go no further. But such indus- 
trial junkerism is a tyranny to which the American 
people will not submit. If Big Business wants to be 
put out of business Bethlehem Steel is showing the 
way. 
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GIVING THE LEAGUE THE ONCE-OVEE. 

Senator Medill McCormick of Illinois is opposed 
to the League of Nations—has been from the first 
and declares he will be to the last. In that attitude 
he is as fixed and constant as the Northern star. 
Nevertheless, he does not wish to rest his verdict of 
guilty against the League exclusively on intuition. 
Accordingly, he has .crossed the ocean to see the 
League in action. 

The cables report the Senator’s arrival at Geneva, 
and his plans to spend an hour, or perhaps an hour 
and a half, watching the League Assembly perform. 
With the information acquired by this painstaking, 
laborious research the Senator from Illinois, when 
he returns to Washington and occupies his seat in 
the greatest deliberative body on earth, as he occa- 
sionally does, will be able to arraign the League, not 
as one having a hunch, but as one of authority. 

It is a pity that our statesmen generally do not pos- 
sess the thirst for knowledge, the passion for facts, 
that characterizes Senator McCormick. This is not 


jto imply that a United States Senator must know a 


whole lot about a subject before he is able to discuss 
that subject at length and with fervor. Just the 
same, the torrential outpourings of a Borah, the 
heavy artillery of a Johnson, the prolific pictur- 
esquerie of a Reed might all be more effective if they 
had McCormick’s scholarly bent for thoroughness. 
Why don't those other illustrious irreconcilables {]- 
luminate and fortify their thumbs-down gesture by 
A trip to Eu- 
rope and a visit to the League would be enlightening. 
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MER. HARDING ON PRIVATE SCHOOLS. 

“I confess to no great satisfaction,” said Presi- 
dent-elect Harding in a speech to a child-conserva- 
tion body at his home, “in the good fortune of those 
families which, when they become sufficiently well- 
to-do, like to take their children away from the pub- 
lic schools and give them the doubtful ‘advantage of 
more exclusive education.” 

Such a statement, coming from a source making it 
certain that it will command much attention and, 
at least with a large part of the American public, 


carry unusual weight, has long been awaited. There 


are of course some exceptional types of children for 
whom special methods in education may be required 


‘and it may be that the sort of training best adapted 


to their needg is to be found only in private schools. 
But for the vast majority of the American boys and 
girls, the place is the public schoole and the more 
exclusive education of the private schools is indeed 
a “doubtful advantage.” . 

What private school of preparatory rank can of- 
fer the opportunities for a career which the public 
schools offer? It is the public schools that draw 


to themselves all the great specialists in educa- 
tion. It is these men who direct the forces of the) 


to its innovations of merit. 

What private school can command the resources 
which a public school, backed by the entire taxable 
wealth of a community, can command? The pres- 
tige some private schools seem to acquire is, after all, 
a rather fictitious sort of prestige, based perhaps 
on results that, in the public schools, would be taken 
as @ matter of course and passed by with little at- 
tention. 

The public schools teach many things, but among 
the most important of their lessons are lessons in 
democracy. It ig to be feared that branch of in- 
struction is missing in the curricula of many private 
schools, for both girls and boys. 
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SANCTIONING POISONOUS GASES. 

The annual report of the Chief of the Chemical 
Service of the United States Army reveals a contin- 
ued interest of the Government in further extending 
and adapting chemistry to the uses of warfare. 
Simultaneously we learn that England is organizing 
an auxiliary body among her chemists to assist her 
war department, while’ Japan has just made a suc- 
cessful test of a new poison gas shell. 

In view of these activities it must be confessed that 
the use of poisonous gases is acquiring a sanction in 
the laws of civilized warfare, in spite of the damna- 
tion thundered against the Germans when their first 
cloud of greenish vapor wafted suffocation to the 
French and Canadians at Ypres in April, 1915. The 
use of poison in warfare has been under the inhibi- 
tion of custom from remote ages. The possibilities of 
ite appearance in the form of gas in an explosive 
shell were seen toward the end of last century and a 
definite attempt was made to outlaw it. Thus one 
of the commissions of the Hague Conference of 1899 
wae charged with considering it and reported a draft 
convention forbidding “‘the use of projectiles the sole 
vurpose of which is the diffusion of asphyxiating or 
feloterious gases.” This still left room for the En- 
glish lyddite, the French melinite and the German 
roburite, which are primarily explosives. The con- 
vention was accepted by all states represented with 
the exception of the United States and Great Britain. 
The United States delegation was under instructions 
not to lend support to projects calculated to discour- 
age inventive genius in devising means of defense. 
The convention was therefore not binding during the 
great war. vs 

Captain A. T. Mahan of the United States Navy 
served on the poisonous gas commission, and in his ‘| 
report, declared: |

chance of escape. 

It is true, as Captain Mahan asserts, that the re- 
proach of perfidy has been uttered against improved 
engines of warfare, beginning with the cross-bow and 
pressed with such determination against the musket- 
eer as to deny him quarter as an honorable fighting 
man, but there is something peculiarly odious in the 
use of poison in any form. It is not likely that the 
sentiment of the world is ready to accept the strict 
military view that the legitimacy of an engine of war 
is to be determined solely by its effectiveness in de- 
struction. 
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CORNELL SENIORS ON 00O-EDUCATION. 


An attack on co-education in rather unusual form 
is made by members of the senior class and other 
students at Cornell University. Attacks less direct 
are occasionally heard from at other institutions of 
higher learning, even from some of the state universi- 
ties of the West, in which section, as the Cornell stu- 
dents point out, co-education originated. 

Conjecture has been made that the spirit shown in 
such attacks are a survival of old scholastic preju- 
dices and traditions that date back to days when edu- 
cation was cloistered. As such they might be inter- 
esting. That they are destined to make any progress 
towards their avowed objective, however, is 
doubtful. 

If the isolation of women students on the Cornel]! 
plan during their collegiate training should be de- 
manded by a large proportion of the women them- 
selves, the prospect for the continuance of co-educa- 
tion might begin to seem less encouraging. But with 
women made equal sharer with men in suffrage and 
all campaign activities and struggling for an equal 
participation with men in all industrial, business and 
professional] activities, they are less likely now than 
at any time in the past to demand a separate place 
in education. 

Co-education is progressing, not retrogressing. Ox- 
ford University, England, which resisted it for years 
in the same spirit and on assignment of some of the 
same reasons with which the Cornell students made 
their plea has been compelled to yield and admit men 


and women students on the same plane.

Anyway, I was 
glad to say something. Farming is at a disad- 
vantage in modern economics. It is too. much 
followed in separation from everyone else fol- 
lowing it. If farmers ate lunch together, as 
business men do, they would be on the country’s 
back, as all big business is, and we would be 
trying to make a law to break their hold. Let 
us say that business had been followed for hun- 
dreds of years by men who saw one another 
rarely, as is the case with farmers. Let us say 
that these men had never been thrown into 
close association day after day, until they be- 
came one vast co-ordinating machine, but 
had done business in separation, as farming has 
been followed for hundreds of years. Would 
business then be the power it its? 

Thrasymachus: Jove, no! 

Socrates: Let us say, upon the contrary, that 
farming had enjoyed that great advantage. 
Would it be today, as it is, powerless, with farm- 
ers everywhere trying to discover what can be 
done? 

Polemarchus: Certainly not. 

Socrates: As a mater of fact, reversing the 
advantage, would it not be the business men 
who would be holding conferences today, seek- 
ing to discover what can be done, and would not 
the farmers be sitting upon the country, as 
business is doing, not very much caring whether 


_we breathe or not? 


Glaucon: There is no doubt about ft, Socrates. 
You have gone to the bottom of a matter ifn 
which we have no more than ruffled the sur- 
face. We have heard about this and that thing 
calculated to increase the pleasure of life on 
the farm, but nobody has said anything about 
how farmers may be thrown together in the way 
business men have for hundreds of years been 
thrown together. 

Socrates: It is sweet of you to say that, my 
dear Glaucon. I have been thinking about it of 
late. I said to myself, here we have farmers 
upon the one hand and business men on the 
other. Why is it that business men are so pow- 
erful and farmers are without power even in 
little ways to help themselves? Are they differ- 
rent kinds of men? Are business men abler 
than farmers? Of course not. The difference, 
then, is in environment. A farmer’s day is un- 
der the sky. He is back at the house for dinner. 
He has not whetted his wits upon the wits of 
other farmers during the day, and night finds 
him in separation from his economic kind as 
far as he was when the day began. Not so with 
the business man. He is in mental contact with 
his economic kind all day and every day of the 


week. He sees other business men in the mern- 


ing. He is with other business men at lunch. 
They whet their wits upon one another's wits 
day by day, and have been doing It for hundreds 
of years. The consequence is that business, 
though less importam& than farming, is the 


>... 


’ ea farming. Of course that is it. 


greatest single economic power we have, where- 
as farming, though more important than busl- 
ness, is one of the least of our economic powers. 
Business is the most powerful organization in 
our economic life. Not all our laws in restraint 
of co-ordination can keep business from coher- 
ing in enjoyment of what it has learned and 
gained by long and close association. When we 
see several business men with their heads to- 
gether we all tremble; but when we sce farmers 
together we know it is nothing worse than a 
party.

KEEP THE LORD’S DAY OUT OF POLITICS. 


m the (Boston) Congregationalist. 

We are not disposed to look with favor on po- 

litical activities which aim to bring the nation 
back to legislation for a Puritan observance of the 
Lord’s Day. In the first place, we do not favor 
compulsion in matters that have a purely religious 
significance. That we all need one day out of 
seven as a time of rest and an opportunity of 
worship no one who has studied the question dis- 
passionately will for a moment question. But we 
are not in favor of compelling people to go to 
church or to stay at home, or depriving them of 
the means of getting about except when the 
church bells are ringing. Those who wish to go 
to our places of worship can go as things are now. 
What we want is an inner compulsion which will 
drive men to worship because they need it and 
recognize that the nation needs God first in ali its 
ways and a sincere desire for common prayer and 
fellowship. We are not under the Jewish law. We 
do not keep the Sabbath. We are Christians and 
remember the Lord’s Day under the freedom of 
Christian responsibility and charity. 

Any political agitation directed toward a change 
in the established habits of the people must estab- 
lish a necessity for the whole community. Of 
course if the agitators for a Puritan observance 
of the Lord’s Day can persuade a preponderant 
majority that the community needs such a repres- 
sion of natural activities for health or for secur- 
ity, thoy are free to do so. But they will make a 
mistake in a country/where at least a huge minor- 
ity are only nominally Christian to associate re- 
rression and limitation and what will seem to 
many a tyranny of the religious spirit with the 
recurring first day of every week.

' Chancellor Hall’s addrtss was a 
practical talk on the changed condi- 
tions in institutions of higher educa- 
tion, brought about by the great in- 
crease in the number of students. 

“Once,” he said, “sustained effort

vocated at the session of the Mis-

Disadvantages . Discussed. 

He spoke also of disadvantages 
coming from too great size of class- 
es, and from the employment of 
inferior instructors for students in 
the first part of the college course. 
He said it was impossible to make 
college teaching as effective with 
large classes as with small ones. The 
chief needs, he said, were increased 
salaries, to draw men of high attain- 
ments to the teaching profession, 
and the breaking up of large units 
into small ones. 

Chancellor Hall then discussed the 
problem of caring for the men and 
women of more than average ab‘fty,, 
who, he said, appear to be about 15 
per cent of the whole number. He 
explained that he did not mean 
geniuses, the few for whom it would 
perhaps never be possible to provide 
satisfactorily, because their needs 
cannot be foreseen. The above-av- 
erage students are numerous enough 
to be a problem in every institution, 
he said, and these students should be 
kept from becoming idle and care- 
less, because the course of study 
shaped necessarily for average stu- 
dents, does not give them enough to 
do. 


“When we come to athletics, we 
have found a remedy,” he said. “Our 
athletic teams are physically excep- 
tional men, and because they are 
physically exceptional we give them 
vastly more attention than we-do the 
man of average physical vigor. Cer- 
tainly it would seem as though the 
man of intellectual superiority de- 
serves at least that amount of spe- 
clal attention which we devote to 
the physically superior. Some meth- 
od.should be devised by which these 
exceptional men may be trained to 
their greatest possibilities—perhaps 
by segregating them into sections 
with increased assignments of work, 
or, and more probably, by personal 
direction of professors in their va- 
rious lines.”

La Follette Moves to Reconsider 
Bill Penalizing Interference 
With Interstate Commerce. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Another 
controversy in Congress over ant- 
strike legislation has been launched 
through passage by the Senate yes- 
terday of the Poindexter bill to pen- 
alize interference with Interstate 
commerce. 

Less than a dozen Senators were 
present when the bill went through 


late, announced a contest. Senator 
La Follette, Republican, Wisconsin, 
led a motion to reconsider the vote, 
which holds the bill in the Senate 
until disposal of the reconsideration 
motion. When the La Follette mo- 
tion would be taken up was not de- 
termined. 

The bill as introduced by Senator 
Poindexter, Republican, of Wash- 
ington, would not prevent individuals 
from quitting their employment, but 
fixes severe penalties for persons 
who, with intent to obstruct inter- 
state commerce, advise, persuade or 
use force toward inducing common 
carriers’ operatives to cease work. 
The measure, which has been criti- 
cized vigorously by labor leaders, 
was presented at the last session aft- 
er the House had refused to ac- 
cept the anti-strike clauses in the 
transportation act proposed by 
Senate.

That New 
York strike of fur garment workers 
has prevented the marketing of last 
season’s catch, and raw fur dealers 
everywhere are stocked to the limit 
with pelts. 

No Shortage of Furs. 

“The general economic condition 
has affected the fur market in much 
the same manner it brought down 
the wool and cotton markets, and as 
the wool grower and cotton planter 
have stopped growing and planting 
until better conditions are brought 
about, so should the fur trapper 
pause to protect himself and the in- 
dustry at large. 

‘We are daily receiving shipments 
of furs and are prepared to take 
care of all that come !n regardless of 
our warning to the trapper.”

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More Than Land Can Consume. 


“The United States raises every 
year more grain than can possibly 
be consumed in this country, and 
the surplus must be sold for export. 
It is this surplus that makes ths 
price eventually for the balance of 
the crop. 


“The harvests {n the United States 
begin generally in the South during 
the month of June, and extend north- 
ward until the spring wheat is har- 
vested, some time in September, and 
it is during this period that there 
is always a very heavy movement of 
wheat. While this movement fs on, 
the exchanges afford a place for the 
dissemination of information regard- 
ing the world’s supply of wheat, 
and on this information the price of 
the future months ts reflected. 


“It is hard to conceive how a liq- 
uld market can be maintained, 
should any drastic restrictions be put 


livery. Without a liquid market, and 
without the ability to trade in large 
quantities of grain, the miller, the 
grain dealer and the exporter would 
be at a tremendous disadvantage in 
economical handling of grain and 
grain products, 


“If Senator Capper’s bill should 
be enacted, even with the exceptions 
which tne Senator proposes, there 
will be no trading in futures, and it 
is hard to see how corporations with 
small resources could continue in 
business. No bank or lender of mon- 
ey would agree to finance grain 
unless there was some agency 
through which a protoction was fur- 
nished against a possible fall in 
price. 

Now as to Effects. 

“In my opinion, if this bill should 
become effective it would probably 
stop all trading on the exchanges, 
and would defeat the very purpose 
for which it ts intended, as it would 
cause wider ranges in values and 
sharper upturns and declines than 
exist with the present system. 


‘Undoubtedly the present pr 
has been caused by the fact that the 
price of wheat has steadily declined 
since the first of July. ‘However, 
if those who are making their com- 


.plaints against the present exchange

who merchandise grain use the trad- 
ing in futures purely as a protective 
insurance proposition. While un- 
doubtedly certain abuses exist, the 
thinking members of the exchanges 
have for years been trying to perfect 
the present system. 

“In trying to change a system 
which has given satisfaction 
throughout s0 many years, it would 
seem that before bills of this kind 
are introduced into the legislative 
chambers of this country those who 
introduce them should counsel with 
the best minds of the trade, as to any 
proposed changes based on com- 
plaints. 

“Certainly those who are in dally 
contact with the present system of 
marketing grain are more thorough- 
ly posted as to its advantages and its 
disadvantages than those who stand 
on the outside and criticise without 
the same knowledge, and certainly 
the general public must know that in 
making these changes it is possible 
to secure the advice of disinterested 
men whose interests are not all sel- 
fish. 

“These bills which have been in- 
troduced are undoubtedly due to 
dissatisfaction, not so much with the 
exchange system of marketing as 
with the existing depressed condi- 
tions, and as a rule, when a man is 
disgruntled, he hits at something 
concrete, and in this case it happens 
to be the exchanges. 

‘Nothing Particularly Wrong.’ 

“There is nothing particularly 
wrong with the present system. It 
has been giving satisfaction for sev- 
eral generations and when  condi- 
tions get back to normal it will 
again give satisfaction. It has abuses, 
but its advantages far outweigh these 
abuses, and the complaints are really 
based more on an ignorance of the 
functioning of the exchanges than 
through any real basic sound, just 
criticism. 

“Updoubtedly the producer of 
grain in the country wants to realize 
all he can for his product, and every 
thinking man realizes that the pro- 
ducer of grain must receive a fair 
yield and return for his labor and 
for his Investment, as on this large- 
ily depends the prosperity of the 
whole country. 

“The step that has been taken by 
the Government during the war in 
operating barges along the river is 
going to have the effect. as time 
goes along, of bringing the. producer 
of grain a larger yield, as it cheap- 
ens the cost of handling his grain 
and delivering it to European ports. 
The farming element throughout this 
whole Middle West could not sup- 
port anything that would be more 
to their advantage in the long run 
than in pushing the movement of 
river transportation to an efficient 
conclusion.”
